More rain is wanted in Burdwan, 24-Parganas, Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Mymensingh, Tippera, 
Chitt«gong and Saran, Sowing of rali crops has commenced. Prospects of crops generally 
good except in the flooded tracts in Midnapore and Howrah. Average loss of rice crop on 
account of recent flood in Howrah is said to be about 56 per cent. Cases of cattle-disease 
continue to be reported from some districts. Supply of fodder is scanty in Contai and 
Tamluk in the district of Midnapur. Price of common rice has fallen in 20 districts, risen in 


7 and is stationary in the rest.

; Report on Plague in Caloutta from its first appearance to 30th Juno 1900. 
2 In order that the experience of plague which has been gained in Calcutia 
_ during the last three years might be summarised and presented in a convenient 
fori, the Chairman of the Corporation was in June 1900 requested by 
Government to submit a report tracing the history and progress of the disease » 
from its commencement. ‘I'his report has now been received. It deals with 
_ the progress of plague from the first outbreak to 30th June 1900, and includes 
the reports which have from time to time been drawn up by the Medical 
Officers aypointed for the purpose of dealing with the disease. 

2. History of plague in Calcutta,—The history of the disease in its various 
stages is as follows, : 

In September 1896, almost coincidently with the outbreak of the disease 
in Bombay, a certain number of cases occurred in Calcutta which were regarded 

_ as suspicious, ‘These, however, after considerable discussion, were declared by 
the Medical Board appointed by Government not to be cases of genuine 
plague; and the definite recognition of the disease was postponed for another 
year and-a-half. 

The first known case of plague in Calcutta was discovered in April 1898, 
and at the end of that month the city was declared infected, It continued so 
until October of the same year, when cases ceased to be reported, and tho city” 

- was accordingly declared free from plague. During these six months the 
attacks and deaths reported were 280 and 192, respectively. The outbreak 
‘therefore cannot be said tv have been epidemic as that word is commonly 
understood. * 

During the next four months the disease remained quiescent. Some few 
isolated cases were reported which bacteriological examination showed to be 

- plague, and there were a considerable number of cases in which, the cause of 

3 death not being sufficiently apparent, it was considered advisable to disinfect - 

— the houses in which they had occurred, The mortality during the whole of 

_ this period was above the average, and in the opinion of the Health Officer the 

greater part of the excess was in fact due to plague. 

It was not, however, till the end of February 1899 that the existence of | 
plague was sufficiently demonstrated to warrant a declaration that Calcutta 
was again infected.. This outbreak lasted until the end of June 1899, and 

_ during these four months 1,336 cases and 1,223 deaths from plague were 

_ reported. It is, however, the decided opinion of both the Medical Officers who 

- deal with this period that the above figures by no means represent the actual 

- mortality for which plague was responsible; and in this opinion the Chairman 

_ eoncurs. What the true plague mortality was can only be conjectured. There 

_ appears to have been extensive concealment of cases, and the estimates of the 

_ authorities vary, the largest being slightly over 3,000. The highest mortality 

- was reached in March and April. From April onwards it fell rapidly, and in 

June the total mortality was again normal, 

_ In July the number of cases of plague was small, but for the remainder 

F of tho year it was in each month considerable, During the second half of 1899, 

‘1,131 cases were returned as plague, and 898 as “suspicidus”—a form of en 

duting from this period, he limit therefore to the “epidemic” period of 1899, 
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__In 1900 the disease assumed very different proportions, and became for 
the first time violently epidemic. From January to the end of June 7,897 cases — 
and 7,373 deaths from plague were reported. Of these, 3,667 cases, or nes rly 
half of tke total, occurred in the month of March, and 1,996 in April, after — 


which the virulence of the epidemic abated rapidly. During this period cases

that information was obtained of practically all the deaths due to plague. he 
The total mortality due to plague in Calcutta from its first outbreak 
down to 30th June 1900, a period of 2 years and 3 months, has been, according 
to the official returns, 10,887.

The striking feature. of the above table is the continued prominence’ of 
Ward No, V, Jorabagan, and this is still more noticeable when the figures for 
the latest period, which account for more than all the other periods together, are 
examined. This is not accounted for by the population of the ward, which, 
though large, is not greater than that of Ward No. IX, and is less than that of. 
Wards Nos, VI, Vill and XXII. Daring that period no less than 1,555 cases 
peeuzee in Ward No. V, or more than the total of any other two wards 
together. 

“ The local characteristics of this ward ‘merit accordingly a brief descri 
tion; and a sufliciently striking one is, gupplied by the report of the Health 
Officer of Calcutta for 1896. Writing o Nhe southern portion of tie ward 
Dr. Simpson said :— : 

“Every ono I have taken over the area, . . . is unanimous in condemning it as unfit 
for human habitation and a source of danger to the town. . . . The narrow, ill-ventilated 
atreots; the passages to which neither light nor fresh air have access; the filthy condition of 
both; the close proximity of the bous:s to one another, and their overcrowded state, combine 
to form conditions which render proper sanitation impossible, 1t is a standing menace to the 
rest of the city ; and should plague once obtain a firm footing in this quarter, which is the 
worst I am acquainted with in any city I have soon, there is every likelihood of the disease 
becoming endemic.” 

This description is endorsed by the present Health Officer and by the 
Chairman, who, in concludiug his history of the epidemics by commenting on 
the state of this area, remarks that “at the present time signs are not wanting 
that there may be an epidemic of greater intensity yet to come,” * | 

4. Preeautionary measures —Vhe history of the measures adopted to deal 
with plague in Calcutta is brief and simple. — : 
| hen plague attacked Calcutta in 1898, certain measures had been 
formulated by expert authority wnd prescribed for general adoption thoughout 
India by the Supreme Government. ‘Their leading features were carefully — 
enforced death registration, house-to-house visitatiov, segregation of the — 
sick and of contacts, the evacuation of infected localities, disinfection, und the

In Calcutta the provisions regarding segregation and evacuation were at 
once modified by offering inoculation. as an alternative, and by permitting

___Inspite of this, however, the first appearance of plague was signalised by 
an edented panic and ooh eke ha: oe and by several most 
regrettable disturbances. Fortunately the outbreak was but a slight one, 
-meanwhile it served the purpose of indisating how far the general policy 
then prescribed was practicable in Calcutta and how far not. When plag 
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“Tn order that effective measures may be taken to prevent the spread of infection, it is 
a aid first importance that every case which occurs shall be promptly brought to the notice 
ft | authorities. Foreign Governments would have just cause for complaint if the

to withhold information and hide away their sick instead of bringing them forward for

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. Compulsory removal to hospital and segregation were accordingly abolished, 
and have since remained so. ‘The policy which has been tallatwed. from that 
time to the present, and which has been recently reaflirmed by the Indian 

Plague Commission and the Government of India, is that of making every 
effort to obtain information of cases, and of inducing the people to accept the 
measures which experience has indicated to be of most avail in preventing the 
spread of the disease. Of these the principal, in fact practically the only. one 

_ generally used in Calcutta, has been disinfection. 

5. Information of plague cases.—The Chairman examines in detail the steps 
which have been taken to obtain information of cases, and the measure of 
success which has attended them. Such measures as house-to-house visitation 
and the offer of rewards for information of cases have never been even 

gested in Calcutta; nor have penalties for not volunteering information been 

orced, except in occasional instances. Volunteer agencies have in many 
instances done most valuable work, but the task of reporting cases is not one 
with which they have been able to cope, except to a limited extent. The 
work of ascertaining cases has therefore Jopoieed almost entirely upon the 
officers of the Plague Department. ‘Their enquiries are prosecuted as follows. 

At the central registration office an abstract is made daily of the deaths 
in each of the districts into which for plague administrative purposes Calcutta 

is divided, and the list is sent to the District Medical Officer. He scrutinises 
this list with reference to the details of each case given in it and the character 
of the locality from which it is reported; and an investigation is ordered 
into all cases which it is thought probable may be cases of plague. Enquiries 
are then conducted on the spot, in a manner of which a full and interesting 
description is given in Major Deane’s report. Wheu such information as can 
be extracted has been collected, the District Medical Officer enters the case 
either as “plague,” ‘‘ suspicious,” or “ not suspicious” according to the evidence; 
and it is dealt with or left alone accordingly. Major Deane mentions that the 
people themselves give no information of sickness during. life, and that living 
cases are found chiefly through the dead, that is, in the course of the enquiries 

_ described above. 

_.. The absence of mention of living cases seen by officers of the Department 
is a noticeable feature of the reports for 1898 and 1899. From January to 
June 1899, out of a total of 2,029 plague or suspicious cases, only 26 were seen 
alive. In the first six months of 1900, on the other hand, 1,409 living cases 
were seen out of 7,897 reported. 

From the beginning of June, however, a new feature of some significance 
has appeared in the weekly returns. This is the close approximation of the 
number of cases with the number of deaths. In the 20 barre returns from 
2nd June to the 13th October, the numbers have been identical in 9, and in 
none of the remainder have the figures differed by more than 4. The total 

_ numbers were 1,895 and 1,879, respectively. If these figures were correct, 
they would denote that arog Ase: | case of plague terminates fatally. ‘This 
is, of course, not the truth. ughly speaking, the proportion of plague 

 attatks which end in death is 80 per cent. If, then, it may be assumed that all 

_ deaths due to plague have been traced, these figures woul indicate that during

Mee e, the total motality from all causes has been largely in exvess of the 

normal, The average number of deaths from all causes from Ist June to 13th 

- October is 7,213, whereas the actuals have been 10,207, showing an excess of 

- 2,994, or more than 40 per cent, Whemall due allowanee has been made for 
the kriown prevalence of malarial fever and for deaths due indirectly to the 
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floods of September, these figures are disquieting, and suggest that a 
number of deaths really due to plague have escaped record as such, — 
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and if this was successful earlier in the year as is well established), it isnot 
clear why it shoyld have failed in the later months. If there has been failure, 


it is of significance ; for the sheet-ancnor of the plague policy observed in 
Calcutia is disinfection of pine room or tenement in which, or in the vicini 
of which, a case has occurred, 

cases are not discovered, the work of disinfection must be incomplete. 


whether ending fatally or not; and if non-fatal _ 


This emphasizes the importance of the more widely extended process of — 


disivfecting, which is referred to below as “extra disinfection.” In the mean- 
time the Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Chairman and the Special Health 
Officer will submit the special reports which were called for some weeks ago, 
and lay before Government the measures they propose to adopt in order to 
ensure the prompt discovery of all attacks of the diséase, whether fatal or not. 

6. Disinfection.—Ot the recognised preventives against plague, disinfection 
has beon practically the only one on which-reliance has been placed in Calcutta, 

The procedure throughout has been to disinfect every room in which 
either a case of ascertained plague or a case suspected to be plague has occurred, 
I'hus, between January and June 1899, only 1,336 cases of ascertained plague 
were reported, but 4,750 premises were disinfected. And since February 1900 
this policy has been extended to the disinfection of whole bustees or streets 
in any part of which a case of plague had occurred. During the period with 
which ‘the present report deuls, the demands upon the time of the Medical 
(Mfficers and disinfecting Inspectors were too great to allow of mtch being done 
in this matter; but since the subsidence of the epidemic at the close of this 
omy great efforts have been made to extead it as much as possible, in the 

1ope of exterminating the plague bacillus during the dormant period from its 
chosen habitations. In 1900, up to the 8th September, 42,314 rooms have been 
subjected to this “extra disinfection.” 

In carrying out these measures, the Chairman rightly observos that the 

lue of the influence of men of local standing is enormous. He quotes three 
instences in which local opposition was readily overcome by invoking the aid 
of the land-owners, Raja Binoy Krishna Bahadur, Maharaja Bahadur Sir 
Narendra Krishna, and Babu Sarat Chandra Mukerji, respectively. The cordial] 
thanks of Government are cue to these gentlemen for their enlightened and 
public-spirited co-operation, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
example they have set may be taken to heurt by all gentlemen of position in 
Valcutta, to whom a like opportunity may be offered, | 

How far disinfection is efficacious in preventing the spread of plague is 
a question upon which judgment must for the present be deferred The 
experience of the approaching cold weather, following upon these extensive 
disinfection operations, may be expected to supply meterials for more conclusive 
inicrences than can at present be drawn, 

Major Deane, who has made disinfection his especial study, discusses in a 
careful and impartial manner the actual results hitherto obtained from it; and, 
while frankly edmitting the difficulty of eliminating from calculation the 
influence of unknown and complicating factors, comes to the important conclu- 
sion that a room in which plague cases haye been lying for several days may 
be occupied with perfect safety after disinfection as soon even as the operators 
have left the scene. ‘I'his conclusion is arrived at after observations of a la 
number of cases, of which several are described in detail in Major Deane’s report, 
und two typicul instances of which deserve notice. They are as follows:— 


In Kali Bazar 10 cases of plague occurred betwoen 2nd February and 


20:h March 1900. It was decided to attempt to check the further progress of 
the disease by disinfection on a large scale, and the inhabitants were persuaded, 
with considerable difficulty, to consent to this Thirty large godowns were 


accordingly emptied of their contents, and, with the verandahs attached ta — : 


thom, were entirely disinfected, the operations lasting six days, 


No more cases occurred in that part of the bazar, Sige’ 
Again, in May 1900, plague broke out in a large bustee, composed of four — 


blocks of houses, which had been infected in the previous year. Several death 
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_ oecurred, and in each case the rooms in which they had taken lace were 
_ disinfected, disinfection being extended by degrees ie the whole of eae block 
- in which the infected houses were situated: ‘The disease, however, continued 
to spread from one block to another, eleven cases occurring in three weeks. At 
the end of this period, the entire bustee, except one house, was disinfected ; 
and since that date no more cases have occurred in it. . 

me £5 Deane’s conclusion is that the first seven cases (two of which 
occurred in disinfected rooms) are accounted for by a common source of 
infection; that the infection was being slowly disseminated, and that it was 
ultimately suppressed by the completion of the disinfecting operations, 

_ Other instances are cited to the same effect. In spite of the recurrence of 
a certain number of cases in houses already disinteoied, which may be ascribed 
either, to incomplete disinfection or to the second patient having already 
contracted the disease at the time of the disinfecting operations, the result is a 
decided, if not conclusive, preponderance of evidence that disinfection, when 
carried out on as large a scale as possible, is a useful and efficacious preventive 
agency, | 

In the opinion of the Lieutenant-Governor this conclusion had been 
_ indicated by facts observed at the opening of the current year; and he has 
watched with great interest its subsequent progress towards confirmation. 
Disinfection is the only preventive measure which it is practicable to work on 
a large scale in Calcutta. The results obtained from it so far have been 
promising, and give at least some grounds for the hope that if another attack 
cannot be avoided, it may be materially mitigated. 

7. Characteristics of Plague in Calcutta. To the nature of the disease 
itself and the methods by which it is spread Major Deane devotes a discussion 

hich is doubtless of interest and value to experts, By the general reader its 
leading feature will probably be considered to be the absence of definite 
conclusions. ‘I'he characteristics selected by Major Deane for special remark 
are the very low contagious and infectious properties which the disease has 
displayed ; and in perusing the reports the reader cannot fail to be struck by 
the remarkable contrast which both the mortality figures of the present 
visitation and the descriptive passages supplementing them present to the 
records of the various epidemics which depopulated in earlier times the regions 
they visited. 

8. Attitude of the people.—The attitude of the people towards the disease 
and towards the measures adopted to deal with it is now well known. I¢ has 
throughout been the principal factor which has had to be considered in dealing 
with the disease. Where the incidence of plague ‘has been really severe, the 
people have readily given information to the plague authorities and have sought 
their aid. They have also to some extent, following the prescription of Defoe, 
taken refuge from it in flight. But when once the virulence of an epidemic 
has abated and the fear of death is no longer before their eyes, their attitude 
has throughout been one, if not of actual hostility, at least of entire indifference 
to precautionary measures and unwillingness to undergo the slightest present 
inconvenience in order to guard againt future calamity. It is this attitude 
which has been the perpetual obstacle in dealing with plague in Calcutta. Of 
this. the Government cannot complain. It is human nature that precaution and 
help should lessen as anxieties abate. The plague officers must calmly and 
patiently persevere, at least they are no longer opposed, That the original 
animosity and suspicion of the people have been so remarkably changed, is due 
to the unsparing energy and unfailing tact of the officers to whom the adminis- 
tration of plague in Calcutta has been entrusted. 

9. Among these officers the thanks of Government are, in the first place, 
due to Mr. Greer and Mr. Bright, successively Chairmen of the Corporation. 

Mr, Greer held that office when plague first appeared in 1898, and on him fell 
_ the heavy and anxious task of — the original measures for dealing 
_ with it. His success in securing public confidence and support, and in speedily 
 allaying the first unreasoning panic, have deserved the warm encomiums of 
- Government, From November 1898 Mr. W. R. Bright was in charge 

igeawlegne measures for almost the whole period during which they have 
_ been in force, They have imposed upon him, in addition to duties already 
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sufficiently onerous, a burden spr td enough in itself to test to the utmost 
the energies and capabilities of the most experienced administrator. The yo 
have throughout been carried out by him with sound judgment and with — 
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untiring industry. The strain thus entailed upon him has recently resulted — 
in the breakdown of his health, and his consequent resignation of the post of 
Chairman; and his loss will be severely felt in plague administration both by — 
Government and by the community with which he has had to deal. Pe 

The medical supervision of plague measures has, during the greater and B 
the most trying part of the period under notice, rested with Major Deane, — 
R.AM.C, The Chasen ays a well-deserved tribute to the admirable way 

~ in which he has managed his department, and the Lieutenant-Governor has 
much pleasure in heartily endorsing the Chairman’s opinion. Dr. Neild Cook 
and Major Green, 1.M.s., dealt successfully with plague administration at a time | 
when the disease, though less severe in its incidence, was, owing to its novelt ; 
more alarming and more difficult to deal with than in its later stages. The * 
District Medical Officers, Drs. Pettifer, Hossack, Justice, Pearse, and Crake, 
have done admirable work throughout; and the gratifying fact that the subordi- 
nate staff are said to have worked excellently is doubtless to be attributed in 
great part to the supervision of these officers, 
| uch assistance has been rendered by private gentlemen. In 1899 the 
Ward Committees of Wards 2, 5, 6, 7 and 22 are reported to have been 
Specially useful. Similar Committees are now being reconstituted on a new 
basis, and it is hoped that they will be of great assistance in future. 

Of individuals, Mr. Abdur Rahman, Khan Bahadur, Rai Harayram Goenka 
Bahadur, Rai Kailash Chunder Bose Bahadur, c1.2., Babu Jadu Nath Set, Dr. 
M. N. Banerji, Babu Lal Bihari Baisakh, Mr. J. O. Dutt, Pandit Keshab Prosad 
Misser, the Rey. J. Ashton and Dr, Hari Das Haldar are specially mentioned as 
having given general assistance to the authorities. Mr. John Laird, Manager 
of the Union Jute Mills, did valuable work in securing the disinfection of the 
quarters occupied by his employés, and has already received the special thanks 
of Government. )

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 1900. , 


Tru chief features of the weather during October were— 


(1) Cold season pressure conditions having appeared earlier than usual, the month was 
cooler and drier than in average years. ; 7 


(2) Two disturbances ocourred during the month. The first of these moved north-w 
ward into the north-west angle of the Bay, aud, after crossing Orissa, recurved and caused 
cloudy showery weather in the western districts between the 6th and 12th. While the 
central area was approaching and passing over Orissa, heavy rain fell in that area, and it is 
owing to these heavy falls that Orissa is the only division which received more than the 
normal amount during the month. The second depression entered the Bay from the east 
about the 20th and developed into one of considerable depth while crossing the Bay towards 
the Madras coast, which it crossed on the 24th. The influence of this disturbance was much 
less marked over the Province, but it caused fairly general rainfall in Orissa and Lower 
Bengal in the early part of the fourth week 

The rain which then fell was most general in East Bengal, with the exception of Dacca 
and Mymensingh, which were almost entirely rainless. 


(3, Owing to the continued absenco of rainfall in the eastern districts and over a grent 

art of Assam, judging by the rainfall at Sibsazar, Dhubri and Silchar, falls were much 

wept the normal over a great part of that area. Silchar received one-eighth of the usual 

amount, Dhubri lees than one-half, but at Sibsagar there was consideravle excess. North 

Bengal received on an average 1°52 inches as compared with a normal of 428 and East 
Bengal 2:18 as compared with 5°45 inches. 


At other times, that is with the excoption of the two periods of disturbed weather 
referred to above, the pressure distribution was of the cold scason type over the Province 
and in the north of the Bay, but towards the south it was lower than usual in the east of the 
Bay. In consequencé of that arrangement westerly or north-westerly winds with little or 
no cloud and comparatively low temperature prevailed. This low temperature was more 
marked in the western districts, asin East and North Bengal and Assam day readings were 
considerably above the normal probably owing to the absence of cloud in the early’ part of 
the month, Mean eee temperature was low over the whole Province, but by small amounts, 
except in Bihar and North Bengal, where there was defect of 2° to 3°. 

At the beginning of the month pressure was rising in the west of the Province and 
falling in Bengal Proper and generally over the east of the Bay, The distribution of the 

revious few days had become more decided, with readings highest in the north-west and 
owest over Burma, where there was a moderate defect. The gradient from north-west to 
south-east was fairly steep as well as being unusual so early in the season, and northerly 
winds prevailed over the whole area, The mean difference from the normal varied from 
defect of 4° in the west of Bihar to excess of 3° at some of the eastern stations. The fall of 
pressure became more general on the 2nd, wind was increasing at Diamond Island, and the 
unsettled conditions had begun to move north-westward. During these early days showers 
were falling in the south of Bengal Proper, but they were generally light, the only fall of 
importance being 5 inches at Jessore on the 2nd. 


On the two following days a widespread and apparently shallow depression was over the 
centre of the Bay with general cyclonic winds, which were of somo strength in the south- 
east, but there was nothing to show that there was a well-defined cyclonic storm till it 
was close to the Orissa coast on the morning of the 6th. During the twenty-four hours 
preceding 8 a.m. of that date pressure fell nearly a quarter of an inch at Puri; and as there 
was a general rise, except in the area of disturbance, concentration was evidently proceeding. 
The greatest defect was ‘3 inch, so that the depression was of the kind usual in the monsoon 
season, 


In crossing Orissa the depression became diffused and partly filled up, and io the Central 
Provinces it reourved. On the morning of the 9th pressure fell slowly in the west of Bihar, 
the gradient became steeper in the western districts, and a shallow residual depression moved 
eastward across the north of the Provinoe, ultimately disappearing on the 11th. During these 
- days cloudy showery weather was more or less general over the whole Province, but with the 
rapid rise of pressure on the 11th the distribution became normal, and on the following day 
was similar to that preceding the commencement of the disturbance. Pressure became 
high in the west of the Province and low over the south of Burma with northerly or north- 
westerly winds. Temperature was above the normal, except in the west of Bibar; but as 
northerly winds again me established, the comparatively cool weather was more general. 


For a week subsequent to the final disappearance of the above disturbance, fine calm 
weather prevailed over the whole area, and it continued practically unchanged in the north 
of the Province till the end of the month. ‘The first signs of the second disturbance were 
very faint, and indicated the approach of a low pressure arsa from the east towards the 
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— eoast of Tonasserim. Pressure changes were very slight, and the changes of wind direction 
; een the 19th and 21st were almost the only indications that a shallow depression ,had 
: the south of the Bay. There was some increase of wind forco at Diamond Islan 
- the greatest average velocity being 14 miles an hour on the 20th. ‘There were the usua 
signs of unsettled weather in the south of the Bay on the following days, and on the 23rd 
ure fell rapidly on the Madras coast. The contre of the depression crossed the coast on 
tho 94th a little to the north of Madras, moving in a direction almost due west. 


The depression was of small extent, the large changes of pressure being confined to the 
Madras stations, but it caused strong winds and heavy rain as far north as Pinas atam, and 
cloudy weather with light showers over a wide area, including Orissa, Lower Ben 1 and 

rakan. The showers in Bengal continued till the 26th, after which fine weather became 
- ogee i both the Province and the Bay and continued without interruption till the end 
month. 


Pressure was usually above the normal in Bengal and Orissa, and the only occasion 
when any considerable variation ocourred was when the depression was crossing Ofissa 
during the second week. ‘The low pressure then prevailing in the south-west and afterwards 
in the west of the Province was of short duration. In consequence of the continued high 
readings, mean pressure for the month is above the normal over the whole area by amounts 
diminishing from the north towards the south. Excess is ‘05 inch in North Bengal aud 
Bihar and about °03 inch in the south of Orisga and the southern parts of Kast Bengal. 


~  Lemperature.—Owing to the northerly or north-westerly winds, temperature was low in 
the western districts; but as cloud was comparatively light in Assam and the adjacent parts 
of East and North Bengal, the days were warmer than usual at eastern stations. ‘The 
difference from the normal maximum temperature for the month varies from defect of 
8° in the west of South Bihar to excess of 8’ in East Bengal and Assam. Mean minimum 
temperature was practically normal, except in Bihar and North Bengal, where there was 
defect of 2°. In North and East Bengal and Assam the average mean excess was about 
half a degree. In South-West Bengal and Orissa temperature was normal, and in Bihar and 


Chota Nagpur there was defect of 1°. 


Rainfall was less frequent than usual in all parts of the Province, the number of 
rainy days being below the normal in the various divisions. There is also a considerable 
to large deficiency in the*amount, except in Orissa, where heavy rain fell on tho 6th 
and 7th while the depression was crossing that area, On an average for the division 
the rainfall was 6°8 inches as compared with a normal of 5:9, In Bihar, where the rainfall 
was general and fairly heavy between the 8th and 1lth owing to the recurving of the 
depression, defect was only half an inch, and in Chota Nagpur it was rather more 
than one inch, but in Bengal Proper and the greater part of Assam there was a large 
deficiency. North Bengal received only 36 per cent. of the normal and Lower Bengal 
about 40 per cent. 

Showers fell in parts of Bengal Proper and Orissa in the early days of October, and 
occasionally these were heavy, as at Jessore, on the 2nd. They were only local showers such 
as ocour with the variable winds prevailing at the change of seasons. The other rainfall 
of the mouth was due to the disturbances, which have been referred to above; the first 
moved north-westward and caused almost the whole rainfall of the month. General rainfall 
began in the south of the Province on the 6th and extended to the northern districts a day 
or two later. It finally ceased about the 12th. Tho second disturbance towards tho end 
of the month gave cloudy weather over the whole Province, but only light showers fell, and 
those in the southern districts. 


The f lowing table gives a comparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end of October in the same form as has 
been employed in the previous mouthly abstracts ofjthe present year. ‘’he figures represent 
the ratio of the rainfall of each mouth of the present year to the normal eainfall expressed 
asa percontage. ‘I'he table thus gives a condensed summary of the raiofall data of the year 
for each meteorological division. The first ten columns give the percentage amount of 
rainfall received in each month, and the last column the percentage mainfall of the whole 
period from the Ist of January to the end of October:— , 
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The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and normal rainfall 
of the month of October in all districts of the Province. The first column gives the average 
district rainfall as determined from the rainfall observations of the past 26 years; the second 
column gives the actual district rainfall as determined from the actual weighted rainfall of 
the month at the reportng stations in the district; the third oolumn expresses the ratio of 
the actual district rainfall to the normal as a percentage ; and the fourth the same informa- 
tion in a slightly different form :—

The Reports from the Commissioners of Divisions on the working of the District Boards 
in Bengal during 1899-1900, 


Read again— 


The Resolution reviewing ‘the Divisional Reports on the working of the District 
Boards in Bengal during 1898-99, 


Tuere has been no change during the year under review in the number of 
District and Local Boards in Bengal, avd ‘the area controlled by them also 
remained the same. Since the close of the year, the provisions of the Bengal 
Local Self-Government Act, III of 1885, have been extended to the districts 
of Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Palamau and Manbhum, and a Local Board has been 
formed in the Alipur subdivision of the district of Jalpaiguri. 

2, Constitution of District Boards,—On the 31st March last the 38 District 
Boards contained in all 796 members against 795 in 1898-99. The difference 
of one in the total strength of members was due to the fact that the seat of one 
elected member of the Khulna District Board remained vacant throughout the 
year 1898-99, One hundred and :tinety-one out of these 796 members were 
appointed ex-officio, 271 were appointed by Government and 834 were 
a fre by the Local Boards, as compared with 186, 281 and 828, res ectively, 
in 1898-99; of these 251 were officials and 545 non-officials. European 
and Eurasian members numbered 196 and natives of the country 600. 
During the year 575 meetings were convened, or 20 more than in 1898-99. The 
District Board of Saran heads the list with 27 meetings, Puri comes next with 
23, and Rangpur follows with 21. On the other hand, the District Boards of 
Rajshahi and Monghyr met only 11 times during the year, and no explanation 
has been given of shale neglect of the rule that a meeting shall be held at» 
least once a month, The attendance was best in Hooghly and Saran, and 
worst in Jalpaiguri and Puri. The average attendance of official members at 
each meeting was the same as that of the previous years, viz., 3°6, and that 
of the non-official members was 7 against 6-9 in 1898-99. ‘The improvement 
noticed last year in the declining number of meetings which had to be 
adjourned or which proved abortive for want of a quorum, was maintained 
during the year, the figures being 45, 52 and 61, respectively, for the three 
years 1899-1900, 1898-99 and 1897-98, 

3. Constitution of Local Boards.—The 105 Local Boards contained, on the 
31st March last, 1,261 members, or 2 more than in the previous year, Of these, 
46 were ex-officio members, 832 were nominated, and 383 elected, as compared 
with 39, 803 and 417, respectively, in 1898-99, Officials numbered 155 and non- 
officials 1,106, while the total ‘of Europeans and Eurasians amounted to 113 
against 1,148 natives of the country, The total number of meetings held was 
1,218, or 111 more than in 1898-99, Of these, 200, as compared with 187 in 
the previous year, had to be adjourned or proved abortive, owing to failure to 
form a quorum. Fifty one Local Boards, as against 63 in the previous 

ear, failed to meet once a month, and 5 of these, viz., Hajipur, Sitamarhi, 
hakurgaon, Nowgong-and Dinapore, held only 5 meetings, or less, during the 
year. ‘he Dinapore Local Board held only 3 meetings during the year, 
of which 1 was adjourned, and no attempt has been made to explain why so 
few meetings were held, There was a slight improvement generally in the

‘attendance of non-official members, that of the official members being the same 
“during the past two years. 

4. Llections.—General elections of members of Local Boards were held in 
three subdivisions of the district of Midnapore and in all the four subdivisions 
of the district of Patna. On the latter the Commissioner makes no remarks, 
while in the former district the principal feature of the elections was the 
indifference displayed by the voters, who, the Commissioner considers, are 
quite content to leave matters to their superiors, The same feature is notice- 
able with regard to the various bye-elections held during the year, which appear 
to have aroused little or no interest. 

5. Occupation of members,—The occupations of the members of the District 
and Local Boards are shown in the statement below:—

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There has been no material change in the composition of the Boards, ° 
Zamindars, as last year, iurnished the largest proportion of members of both 
District and Local Boards, and next to them come Government servants in 
the Hg of District Boards, and pleaders and mukhtears in the case of Local 
Boards. 

6. Powers of Local Boards.—The only changes in respect of the powers 
of Local Boards were the withdrawal of the management and supervision of 
village roads from the Local Boards in Murshidabad and the delegation of the 
maintenance of certain district roads to the Local Boards in Pabna. The 
powers of the Local Boards in Mymensingh, as regards administration of the 
grants for primary education, were also withdrawn to some extent during the 
year, In the districts of the Patna Division a proposal is under consideration to 
re-classify several of the roads, and to withdraw all roads costing on an average 
over Rs. 10 a mile from the management of the Local Boards and place them 
in charge of the District Engineer. 

7. Union Commitiees.—'t'he table below shows the constitution, income and 
expenditure of the several Unious :— 
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The number of Unions was reduced from 57 to 56 by the abolition of the 
Chandpur Union in the district of Tippera in consequence of the estab- 
lishment of a Municipality there. The number of the members of Union 
Committees and the number of meetings held show respectively a decrease of 7 
and 14, as compared with the previous year. The total income also declined from 
Rs. 22,865 to Rs. 18,527, and the expenditure from Rs, 21,388 to Rs. 20,644. 
Thirty out of the 56 Unions expended the whole or nearly the whole amount 
which was at their disposal, while no expenditure was incurred during 

the year by the Gorapata Union in the district of Jessore, by the Shahjad- 
par Union, the only Union in the oe Division, and by four out of the 
ve Unions in the district of Balasore. In the case of Shahjadpur it is 
stated that there was no Chairman for some months, that the members did 
not take sufficient interest in their work, and that consequently the allotments 
placed at the disposal of the Union were notutilised, As regards the five Unions 
in the district of Balasore, it is reported that the Jellasore, Berhampore and 
Bhadrak Unions did not hold any meeting during the year, and that although 
the Remimoo Union held two meetings, it practically did nothing, The Union 
at Soro is said to have done something. The Commissioner of Burdwan 
remarks that the closing balance of each Union Committee in the district 
of Burdwan is too large, and shows that their income, small us it is, 
is not fully utilised. It is reported that the Union Committees in the district 
of Midnapore have, on the whole, done better work during the year, and 
that a change for the better is perceptible in the attitude of the Local 
Boards towards these bodies. The Pandua and Balagarh Unions in the district 
of Hooghly worked satisfactorily, but the Haripal and Chanditala Unions. have 
not been favourably reported on, ‘The Chairman of the Howrah District Board 
states that the Union Committees in his district do not seem to have improved 
so far as keeping of accounts is concerned, and that they try to ignore the Local 
Board. The Basudebpur Union in the 24-Parganas, all the Unions in Nadia, 
and the Keshubpur, Kalia, Benodpur and Harinakunda Unions in Jessore are 
said to have worked well. The Magistrate of Murshidabad reports that the 
system of Union Committees in his district is practically a failure. ‘The Chair- 
man of the Brahmanbaria Local Board remarks that the Union Committees 
have, during the year under review, worked better than in the preceding year, 
and that the Sarail Union Committee is showing signs of life. The Union Com- 
mittees at Lakshmipur, Hatiya and Sandip are said to have done their best to 
improve the sanitation of the localities in their charge, and to have taken a 
t deal of interest in the execution of the works entrusted tg them. The 
hairman of the Fenny Local Board states that the members of the Fenny 
Union showed a little more interest than in the preceding year, and that they 
have spent judiciously the whole of the grant allotted to them. It is evident 
that, as an administrative agency, Unions are neither necessary nor useful, 
while, regarded as a medium for educationin the art of Self-Government, their 
success has at most been faint and partial,

The year opened with a credit balance of Rs, 18,02,190 against 
Rs. 17,86,437 in the previous year. ‘The receipts during the year amounted to 
Rs, 72,79,076 against Rs. 66,90,172 and the charges to Rs. 69,86,056 against 
Rs, 66,74,415. At the close of the year 1899-1900, there was thus a credit 
balance of Its, 20,95,210, of which Rs, 1,89,115 consisted of deposits against 
Rs, 1,52,799 in the previous year. The actual closing balances were more than 
half of the year’s income in Rangpur and_more than one-third in Hooghly, 
Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Bogra, Dacca, Faridpur, Gaya and Darbhanga. No reason 
for keeping 80 large a balance has been given in the cases of Hooghly and the 
several districts of the Rajshahi Division. Satisfactory explanations have been 
rendered of the heavy balances of the Dacca and and pees District Funds.’ 
As regards Faridpur, it is merely stated that the Board could not, for various 
reasons, incur experditure up to the estimated amount. In the case of Gaya, 
it appears that, although the attention of the District Board was specially 
drawn to the matter by the Commissioner of the Division, there has been no 
improvement during the year. 


INCOME, 


9. Provincial rater.—This item of revenue represents the proceeds of the 
road cess less the cost of collection and revaluation, The increase of receipts 
from Rs, 39,64,562 to Rs, 41,34,825 is shared by 25 out of the 38 District 
Boards, and is due, as usual, to improved collections and to revaluations, 

10, Interest.—The income under this head shows an increase of lis. 1,960, 
which is attributed, as in the preceding year, to the larger collection of 
arrears of road cess. 

11. Pounds.—There was an increase of 44 in the total number of pounds 
under the management of District Boards, but a decrease of Rs. 1,517 in the total 
income derived from them, The decrease was largest in the Rajshahi Division, 
and occurred in all the districts, except Rangpur. All the districts of the Presi- 
dency Division, except the 24-Parganas, also show a decrease, and it is attributed 
to the falling off in the competition for pounds and to bad collections. Inspec- 
tion of pounds was conducted in the same manner as usual, and disclosed the 
usual delinquencies on the part of pound farmers, which were dealt 
with ‘according to circumstances. There was no change in the procedure 
observed in granting leases of pounds, In some districts the farmers are said 
to be becoming used to the revised pound forms, while in others the usual 
difficulty of enforcing their use continued to be felt. 

12, Hducation —The income under this head rose from Rs. 64,928 to 
Rs, 66,074. It is satisfactory to note that all the districts of the Burdwan 
Division without exception share in the’ increase, which is ascribed chiefly 
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to a larger collection of school fees and of fees at the lower primary examin- — 
ations and to larger donations. 

13, Medical.—The receipts under this head advanced from Rs. 30,831 to 
Rs. 35,312, the bulk of the increase accruing in Mymensingh, Midnapore, the 
24-Parganas, and Purneah. Increased contributions towards the Gewankhali 
dispensary account for the increase in Midnapore. The increase in M ymen- 
singh was due to larger contributions made by private individuals and better 
collection of subscriptions. In the 24-Parganas, it is attributed chiefly to 
the transfer of the management of the Port Canning and Taki dispensaries to 
the District Board and to the special contribution received for the maintenance 
of the Chandkhali dispensary in Khulna. In Purnea, it is ascribed to the 
Srinagar estate having contributed Rs. 1,000 for the establishment of two 
dispensaries in that zamindari. 

14, Scientific and other Minor Departments,—Stationery and Printing.—The 
increase under two these heads is slight, and calls for no remarks, 

15, Miseellaneous.x—There was a decrease of Rs. 13,537 in the income 
under this head. ‘he falling off is noticeable chiefl y in Chittagong, Muzaffar- 
pur, and Cuttack, In the case of Chittagong, it is said to be due to the smaller 
collection of rent from the ijardars of certain road-side lands who objected 
to pay their dues on the ground that their lands were made unfit for cultivation 
by deep pits made in them in repairing the roads, and to there being no sale of 
road-side trees during the year. The decrease in Muzaffarpur is ascribed to 
smaller realizations of fees, fines and forfeitures, and that in Cuttack to the fact 
that in the previous year the sale proceeds of a promissory note of Rs, 1,000 
were shown under this head which swelled the figures for that year. 

16. Stailways.—The sum of Rs. 31,932 shown against Howrah represents 
the Board’s share of the profits from the Howrah-Amta Light Railway. The 
success of this undertaking is very gratifying, and should stimulate other 
Boards to encourage the promotion of well-considered schemes of local com- 
munication. 

17. Minor Works and Navigation.—A sum of Rs. 225 was realised as rent of 
the fishery in the drainage channel along the Diamond Harbour Road against 
Rs. 179 in the previous year. ‘The receipts from canal revenue in Chittagong 
also increased from Rs. 12,826 to Rs, 14,757, and is attributed to the improved 
circumstances of the people. 

18. Civil Works.—The income shown under this head is derived from 
ferry receipts and contributions for specified works. ‘The former of these rose 
from Rs. 4,36,007 to Rs. 4,61,932, and the largest increase was in the Rajshahi 
Division, Rangpur alone showing an increase of nearly Ks. 10,000. This in- 
crease is attributed to better collections. The largest decrease was in Patna, and 
is ascribed chiefly to remissions granted to ghat farmers for losses sustained 
by them during the prevalence of plague. Inspections of ferries were con- 
ducted as usual, and disclosed a certain number of causes: for complaint 
which, however, is not unreasonably high. The receipts from' contributions, 
principally from Government, vary from year to year according to the 
Provincial Works entrusted to local bodies for execution. In the year under 
review they amounted to Ks, 7,39,061 as against Rs. 4,41,509 in 1898-99, 

19. Contributions.—The annual contributions made by Government to 
equalise the assets and charges of the several District Boards, that is, the 
contributions which were fixed by Government to meet certain branches of 
expenditure made over to District Boards on their constitution, and which have 
been from time to time increased pari passu with the expenditure in question, 
amounted to Rs. 5,12,348 against Rs. 5,12,108 in the previous year, 

20. Lvans.—The District Board of Chittagong obtained from Government 
a loan of Rs. 30,000 to enable them to repair the damages done by the cyclone 
of October 1897 to roads and bridges. The sum of Rs. 1,50,000 shown against 
Darbhanga represents the amount borrowed by the District Board from Govern- 
ment for the construction of pontoon bridges in the district. 

21... Deposits and advances.—The sums deposited as security for the pay- 
ment of revenue by ferry farmers, contractors, and others and the recoveries 
and adjustments on account of advances made from District Funds «lecreased 
from Rs, 4,22,934 to Rs. 3,38,653. The decrease was due to. casual variations 
of no special importance. | } :

ExpENDITURE. . 


22. Administration—The expenditure under this head increased from 
Rs. 2,66,557 to Rs. 2,80,355. ‘The increase is attributed to the raising of the 
percentage levied for audit by Government from one-half to three-fourths 
cent,, the grant of annual increments to employés, purchase of furniture, appoint- 
mont of udditional clerks, and heavier expenditure on account of travelling 
allowances. 

23, Police.—Cattle Pound Charges.—The expenditure on cattle pounds 
amounted to Rs. 21,749 against Rs, 18,374 in 1898-99. The largest increase 
was in Monghyr, and is said to be due chiefly to the construction and repairs’ 
of pound-houses, which were undertaken during the year, Increased expenditure 
accompanied - by decreased tt is an unsatisfactory feature, and it be- 
hoves all supervising officers to keep a watchful eye on this branch of the 
Board’s administration. 

24. Marine.—The outlay under this head decreased from Rs, 8,245 to 
Rs.4,654. The decrease in Pabna has not been explained; that in Noakhali 
was mainly due to the reduction of the subsidy paid for the steam service between 
Barisal and Ichakhali; and thet in Malda to the payment of a smaller amount 
during the year to the farmer of the Rajmahal ferry for plying a steamer 
between Rajmahal and English Bazar during the rainy season. 

25. Lducation.—The following abstract, which has been compiled from 
Appendix B, shows the educational expenditure of District Boards during the

‘chest place in respect of educational expenditure as a whole is 
ie a a District Board of Balasore, which spent 88°7 per cent. of its 
income on this purpose. The District Boards of Bankura, Pabna, Dacca 
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Khulna, Faridpur, Tippera, Chittagong, Cuttack and Puri also devoted more 
than 30 per cent. of their income to education, while allthe District Boards in 
the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions, with the exception of Malda and the 
District Buards of Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore, Jaleo: Mymensingh and 
Backergunge, show an expenditure below 20 per cent. In Shahabad the 

roportion was only 9:2 per cent. Under primary education Balasore again 
Leite the list with a ratio of 30:1 per cent. in Bankura, Pabna, Dacca, 
Faridpur, Tippera, Noakhali, Chittagong, Puri and Cuttack, the expenditure 
was 20 per cent. or more, and in four districts, viz., Patna, Gaya, Shahabad 
and Saran, it was below 10 per cent, The Commissioner of Rajshahi notices 
the expenditure on education, especially on secondary education, by the 
District Boards of his Division as diverting an excessive proportion of the scanty 
resources of the Boards from objects of more general and pressing necessity, 
This was especially marked in the case of Pabna. Under section 48 of the Act, 
the Commissioner has power to revise the budget estimates of any Board in 
which, in his opinion, excessive or insufficient provision is made for any branch 
of administration. The evil complained of is therefore within his power to 
remedy. 

97. The statistics given in Subsidiary Table III 5 prec to the depart- 
mental Report on Public Education show that the tota number of High and 
Middle schools maintained by District Boards remained the same, viz,, 165, 
but the number of pupils in them declined from 11,383 to 11,244. This 
decrease in the number of pupils occurred in Middle Vernacular schools only, 
the number of pupils in Middle English and High schools having increased. 
The total number of High and Middle schools aided by District Boards, as well 
as the number of pupils in them, decreased from 988 and 64,664 to 968 and 
63,940, respectively, during the year. The total number of upper and lowor 
primary schools for boys maintained by District Boards was 8, as inthe previous 
year, but the number of scholars in them increased from 180 to 194. The total 
number of such schools aided by those bodies gained both in number and in 
strength ; the figures for tho two years being 28,871 and 809,647 in 1898-99 and 
29,041 and 824,777 in 1899-1900, respectively. The following table, which 
compares the number of girls’ schools aided by District Boards.and the number 
of pupils attending them during the past two years, shows that there was an 
increase during the year both in schools and pupils,

The number of industrial schools maintained by District Boards declined from 
7 to 6, but the number of scholars in them increased from 352 to 358. 

28. ‘The observations of the Director of Public Instruction on the subject 
of the relations between.the District Boards and the Education Department and 
the working of the Local boards are quoted below :— 


“District Boards.—-The relations between the District Boards in the Province and the 
Education Department continued to be entirely harmonious. The suggestions and recom- 
mendations made by the Deputy Inspectors generally received due consideration from the 
Boards. The following are the only complaints noticed in the Divisional Reports ; --. 


(1) In the Burdwan Division the Hooghly Board delayed in revising the grants-in . 
“ie to are and in passing aiade and travelling allowance bills of Sub- 
nspectors. 


(2) The Board at Midnapore did not award the lower primary scholarships even up to 
May 1900, but the delay has been ascribed to a suspicion that the marks 
obtained by examinees in certain centres were tampered with in the course 
of tabulation, which was stpposed to be done with the help of Inspecting 
Pandits and, in some cases, of outsiders. This arrangement of tabulating 
marks with the help of irresponsible men is objectionable, and should, there- 
fore, be avoided, as 
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(8) In the district of Puri certain proposals made by the De uty Inspector were not 
accepted, and the examiners appointed in this distviot for conducting the 
Lower Primary Scholarship examination were clerks and non-educational 
officers, who are stated to have been quite unfit to be entrusted with this 
responsible work, 


** Local Boards. —Looal Boards were, in some districts, entrusted with the administration 
the pg een and the control of the primary education. In many cases they are 
dilatory. Tn the districts of Murshidabad and Jessore in the Presidency 


hc mk ad district are also reported to have inspected 77 primary schools under its 

o e: 

r} ‘This,’ says the Assistant Inspector of Schools, Presidency Division, ‘is undoubtedly a 
very satisfactory course for self-governing bodies to ascertain their real wants, and the 
examples set in Murshidabad should be followed in other districts in which the Local Boards 
have anything to do with education,’ 

“In the Rajshahi Division three Local Boards in the Rajshahi district and one in 
Dinajpur are entrusted with the general supervision and control of primary schools. In the 
Dacca Division, the Local’ Boards have no control over educational matters. Three Local 
Boards in Tippera, in the Chittagong Division, are entrusted with the control of stipendiary 
primary schools, but it is reported they have done nothin during the year which would tend 
to promote primary education in their jurisdictions. In the Patna Division the Local Boards 
in the Shahabad district have control over stipendiary primary schools, and in the district of 
Patna tiey are vested with the power of making payments to primary schools and to the 
lower primary scholarship-holders. 

The Local Boards of Monghyr and Bhagalpur in the Bhagalpur Division continue to 
have charge of primary education under tha general control of the District Boards. The 
Local Boards in Orissa under which the educational functions are limited to the control of 
the stipendiary primary schools were reported to have done this work fairly well.” 

29. Lmp!oyment of Muhammadans as Sub-Inspectors of Schools. —In September 
1897, a circular was issued enjoining that in certain districts where the 
Muhammadan population prepon erated, 8 proportion of the Sub-Inspectors of 
Schools should, if porsible, be Muhammadans. Since then the number of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors of Schools to be employed has been fixed 
with reference to the proportion of the Muhammadan to the Hindu popula- 
tion of each district, and it has been ruled that until the number fixed ig 
attained, the Boards shall, on the occurrence of every vacancy in the establish- 
ment of Sub-Inspectors of Schools, appoint a Mahammadan thereto, provided 
that a duly qualified candidate was available. In the 24 Parguinas, three 
Mohiscsndisy Sub-Inspectors of Schools were. appointed during the hiv 
two in the place of Hindu officers and one in the place of another Muham- 
madan. Jn Khulna a new Muhammadan Sub-Inspector was appointed, 
and placed in charge of a part of the Satkhira subdivision, where the number 
of primary schools is largest. The District Board of Dacca a pointed 
one Muhammadan Sub-Inspector of Schools during the year. In almost all 
the districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions there is a fair proportion of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors. No remarks on the subject occur in the reports 
from the Burdwan, Rajshahi and Orissa Divisions. In the other districts no 
opportunities occurred of giving effect to the wishes of Government. 

30. Special Schools—There are few changes to note under this head. 
The technical school at Nasirabad had to be closed temporarily in consequence 
of the falling off in the number of boys on the rolls, A boarding-house for 
the aceommodation of pupils of the technical school at Rangpur was started 
during the year, Rai Bonomali Rai Bahadur of Tarap having borne the cost 
of construction of the building. The same gentleman has also offered to 
bear the cost of increased accommodation of the workshop attached to the 
school, A domestic loom was obtained during the year for the introduction 
of weaving in the Artizan Department of the school. A seed house was 
erected for the Sericultural school at Rampyy Boalia, at a cost of Rs. 2,000, 
which was contributed by the Government of India. The District Boards of 
Muzaffarpur, Gaya, Mymensingh and Backergunge sent up students with 
scholarships to the Veterinary College at Belgachia, and the District Board 
of Noakhali awarded a scholarship to a native of the district for the prosecution 
of his studies at the Calcutta Art School. The District Board of Malda 
awarded a scholarship to a boy for education in the Rajshahi Diamond 
Jubilee Industrial School. The District Board of Cuttack provided three 


make eg by postal money-orders. The members of the Sadar Local Board in the 
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scholarships for technical education, tenable at the. Jobra Workshop, and one 
scholarship tenable in the Sibpur Engineering College. A Madrassa in Dacca 
was aided by the District Board in consideration of its teaching middle 
examination standards in addition to its legitimate course of studies in Arabic 
and Persian. 

, 3°, Female Medical Education.—Besides the scholarships mentioned in last 
year’s Resolution, the District Board of Pabna granted a stipend of Rs 10 
a month to a girl to enable her to prosecute her studies at the Campbell 
Meilical Scho»l; the District Board of Dacca a scholarship of Rs 7 to a female 
student of the Dacca Medical School; and the District Board of Shahabad a . 
scholarship of Rs. 10 to a female student in the Temple Medical School at 
Bavkipore, - | 

32. Medical.— The expenditure under this head fell from Rs. 3,98,686 to 
Rs. 3,86,357. The decrease occurred in the Chittagong and Patna Divisions 
only, all the other Divisions showing an increase, The largest fall was in 
the Patna Division, where the decreaso is only apparent, being due to the 
large expenditure incurred by the District Board ot Shahabad during the 
previous year on the construction of the Plague Observation Camp at Chausa, 
which was subsequently refunded by Government to that body. In the 
Chittagong Division, the decrease occured in Tippera alone, and it is owing to 
the transfer of the charges incurred daring the year on account of improvement 
of water-supply, village sites, &c,, from this head to the head ‘* Civil works.” 

33. The following table compares the number of dispensaries which were 
wholly maintained or aided by the several District Boards in the Province during 
the past two years, the expenditure incurred on account of them by those b vdies 
and the ratio borne by the expenditure on medical charity to the ordinary 
income of each District Board :—

There was a marked increase in the number of dispensaries maintained 
by District Boards. This was greatest in the Chittagong Division, Tippera 
and Noakhali showing 10 dispensaries each during the year against none during 
the preceding year. It appears that certain dispensaries, which in the pre- 
vious year received aid from the District Boards of these two districts, are 
now wholly maintained by them. The total cost incurred in maintaining 
District Board dispensaries increased from Ks. 88,046 to Rs. 1,22,805, while 
contributions to independent dispensaries fell from Rs, 98,980 to Rs. 96,382. 
As in the previous year, the District Board of Backergunge maintained 
the largest number of dispensaries, viz., 31, ‘lippera, Noakhali and Monghyr 
following with 10 dispensaries each. The District Board of Faridpur aided 
the largest number of dispensaries, viz., 13, and although the District 
Board of Chittagong aided 11 dispensaries only, that body spent the 
Jargest sum in niing aid to such institutions. Owing to want of funds, 
the District Board of Puri hid to discontinue their contribution of 
Rs. 1,000 towards the upkeep of the Pilgrim Hospital there. The District 
Boards of Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Pabna and all the District 
Boards in the Dacca Division made special arrangeaients for providing the 
inhabitants of cholera-stricken and malarious localities with gratuitous medical 
attendance and medicines. Medicine chests were distributed to village

| “Improvement of water-supply,” 
22 District Boards have spent less than during the previous year, the 
exceptions being Bankura, Hooghly, Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore, 
Rajshahi, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Pabna, Dacca, Faridpur, Patna, Gaya 
Darbhanga, and Purnea. The minimum limit of Rs. 5,000 was attaine 
in three districts only, viz., Backergunge, Mymensingh, and Dacca, while 
Balasore is reported to have spent nothing and Chittagong only Rs. 126. 
The divisional reports indicate that there is no very pression deciend for 
increased expenditure on this object, and that, at least during the year under 
review, villages generally have been adequately supplied with water. The 
compilation of lists showing in detail the water-supply in each village of the 
Province has been generally advanced during the year, and is now, with a few 
exceptions, complete. 

35. Only five District Boards spent money on the improvement of 
the sites of villages, viz., Jessore, Dinajpur, Tippera, Patna, and Gaya, 
the largest expenditure having been incurred by: the District Board’ of 
Tippera, viz., Rs. 7,278. The expenditure on sanitation at fairs is chiefl 
composed of grants of Rs. 3,648 by the District Board of Saran soins 
Sonepur and the other smaller fairs in -the district; Rs. 2,662 by the 
District Board of the 24-Parganas towards the Ganga Sagar and Harwa 
Fairs, and Rs, 1,370 by the District Board of Dacca, towards the Kartik 
Buruni and Nangalbund Pairs, The greater part of the expenditure on other 
sanitary objects is accounted for by a contribution of Rs. 18,137 by the District 
Board of Rangpur for the improvement of the drainage of the town (a charge 
which should apparently have devolved upon the Municipality and not on the 
District Board); Rs, 4,000 by the District Board of Shahabad for the mainten- 
ance of the Arrah water-works; and contributions from the District Boards of 
Birbhum, Howrah, Patna, Gaya, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga and Puri 
towards the cost of plague measures. ‘I'wo schemes have been set on foot, one 
in Pabna and the other in Rajshahi, for the drainage of the Chalan and the 
Cherail bils respectively. Measures for giving effect to the schemes under the 
Sanitary Drainage Act are being taken in concert with the District Boards 
concerned. These are the first instances since the Act was passed in which the 
powers conferrea by it have been utilized, 

36, Sctenitifie and other Minor Departments.—District Boards have but little 
money to spare for the objects enumerated under this head, and veterinary charges 
fell from Rs. 7,132 to Rs. 5,859. The District Board of Burdwan continued to 
maintain the veterinary institution which was opened during the previous 
year, The total number of animals treated in the institution was 383 
against 152 in the previous year, and the number treated in the interior of the 
district was 417 against 231. The services of the Veterinary Assistant attached 
to the dispensary are reported to have been very useful, as cattle-disease is very 
common in the district. In Birbhum a Veterinary Assistant was temporarily 
appointed during the year for treating cattle in’ affected areas. A proposal 
for establishing a Veterinary Hospital at Nasirabad was under consideration 

during the year, A Veterinary Dispensary was opened at Gaya on the 20th 
January 1900, The Veterinary Assistant, who was employed by the District 
Board throughout the year, visited 104 villages and treated 360 animals. The - 
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District Board of Muzaffarpur took over the management of the Veterinary 
Dispensary at Sitamarhi during the year, but the dispensary was main- 
tained, as before, with the aid of local subscriptions. The total number of 
animals treated was 434. ‘I'wo Veterinary Assistants’ were deputed to 
suppress outbreaks of cattle-disease in the district of Champaran and one 
in Darbhanga. The Dacca District Board continued their annual contri- 
bution of Rs. 250 to the local Vefgrinary Hospital. The Bhagalpur District 
Board paid Rs. 343 for the salar and allowances of a temporary Veterinary 
Assistant who was employed in villages where cattle-disease was abnormally 
severe. He is reported to have done his work fairly well, but his treatment 
was not much appreciated by those for whose benefit he was deputed. A 
proposal to open a Veterinary Hospital near tie Civil Station of Purnea 
was set on foot, and a sum of Rs. 378 raised by private subscriptions has been 
deposited with the District Board to meet land acquisition expenses. The 
Commissioner apprehends that the scheme will fail for want of support. 
It is, however, to be ho ed that it will meet with at least that measure of 
success to which similar institutions elsewhere have attained. 

37. The expenditure on the maintenance of public bulls and stallions, 
which is a heading separate from ‘ Veterinary Charges,” increased from 
Rs. 3,014 to Rs. 4,787. A sum of Rs. 703 was spent by the District Board of 
Backergunge for the construction of sheds for the bulls purchased during the 

revious zoe and for — and feeding them, Rupees 206 were expended 

y the istrict Board of Shahabad in maintaining an Arab stallion at Buxar 

and Rs. 94 by the District Board of Pabna on the maintenance of a bull at 
Sirajganj for breeding purposes : 

38. Stationery and Printing —The total outlay under this head was 
Rs. 84,572, which is Rs 1,714 more than the previous year’s expenditure. In 
accordance with the orders of the Government of India, conveyed’ in their 
letter No. 24, dated the 15th August 1900, the amounts charged in the accounts 
under the head ‘‘ Stationery locally purchased” have been transferred to the 
head “ Administration-—-Oftice Contingencies.” 

39. Miscelianeous.—Miscellaneous charges increased from Rs. 40,071 to 
Rs, 45,915. ‘The increase was largest in Darbhangs, and is said to be due to the 
adjustment of the old outstanding advances of the Madhubani Local Board by 
debit to this head and credit to “ Advances.” 

40. Famine Reliey—The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs. 2,728. In Tippera Rs. 208 was incurred on the treatment of destitute 
coolies. Of the total outlay of Rs. 2,513 in Puri, Rs. 2,227 i ga the 
payment of the liabilities of the Board for relief works undertaken during 
1896-97, 

41. Minor Works and Navigation, —The increase of expenditure in 'lippera 
was due to the reopening of a boat service between Akhoura and Brahmanbaria, 
which had been abolished on the opening of a steamer service between those 
places. The decrease in Chittagong is due to the abolition during the year of 
the temporary establishment entertained for checking extortions by canal 
farmers. The District Board of Malda spent Rs. 195 for clearing snags from 
navigable rivers against Rs. 161 during the previous year. ; 

: 42. Civil Works.—The following table shows the expenditure on Public 


Works during the past two years:— 
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The total expenditure shows an increase of Rs, 2,74,839, which occurred 
chiefly under the head “ Communications—Original Works.” The largest 
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increase was in the Patna Division, particularly in Darbhanga, where works 
which had been left unfinished at the end of 1898-99 were completed durin 
the year under review, and where materials for pontoon bridges were collect 
at a cost of Rs, ¥6,102. The District Board’s office and Road ¢ Cess building at 
Mymensingh, which was ‘wrecked by the earthquake of 1897, was reconstructed 
at a cost of Rs, 15,512, of which Government contributed one-fifth. Other 
important works undertaken by District Boards were the construction of 
74 spans of pontoon bridges over the Bar Gundak and Bagmati rivers in 
Darbhanga at an estimated cost of Rs. 2,01,111, the construction of bridges on 
the Goalundo road, Dacca, at a cost of Rs. 11,498, the construction of masonry 
bridges over the Manjur and Dhanauti streams in Champaran at a cost of 
Rs, 11,281, and Rs. 13,787, respectively, and of an iron girder bridge over 
the Lakhandai in Muzaffarpur ata cost of Rs. 14,671. The Purnea District 
Board spent Rs. 30,695 on the upkeep of 105 miles of the Ganges and Darjeeling 
Road. 

43. Appendix C, column 9, shows that the average percentage of expen- 
diture on Civil Works to total expenditure was 6i°4. The percentage rose to 
77°6 in Jalpaiguri and 75-6 in Champaran, and fell to 37°5 in Balasore and 36°5 
in Puri. Bach of the two latter District Boards has a comparatively small 
income. ‘The percentage of the cost of establishment and contingencies on 
total expenditure was 9°3, but in 17 districts the proportion exceeded 10 per 
cent., and in Champaran it was as high as 12°7. For the Province panauithi 
the salary of the District Engineer represents 86°4 per cent. of the total cost of 
establishment and contingencies, though in Cuttack it mounts to 548 per cent. 
Column 12 of the statement shows what proportion is borne by the cost of 
establishment to the expenditure on original works and repairs. The mean 
for the Province is 182, but this is exceeded by 24 districts, and in Puri 
the percentage reaches 44°2. The ratio borne by the District Engineer's 
salary to the expenditure on original works and repairs is shown in column 13. 
The average is 6°6 per cent., but 10 per cent, is exceeded in six districts, Puri, 
Dinajpur, Chittagong, Balasore, Champaran and Rajshahi, in the order named, 

44, Rvads.—The table in Appendix D gives particulars of the number, 
length and cost of the district and village roads, maintained by District 
Boards-in 1899-1900. It will be seen that during the year 2,627 district 
roads, with a total length of 23,046 miles, were maintained at a total cost 
of Rs, 25,97,173. Of the total length, 3,352 miles were metalled and 20,594 
miles unmetalled, Of the total cost incurred on metalled roads, Rs. 2,00,345 
were expended on i a works and Rs, 8,38,269 on repairs, and of that 
incurred on unmetalled roads, Rs. 6,68,575 were spent on original works and 
Rs, 8,89,984 on repairs. The expenditure on account of metalled roads was 
highest in Midnapore, Rs, 1,07,132, Burdwan coming next with Rs. 77,140, 
and Chittagong last with Rs. 204. The outlay on unmetalled roads was 
highest in Darbhanga, Rs. 1,61,358, and lowest in Puri, Rs. 5,339. The 
cost per mile of district metalled roads was highest in Howrah, Rs. 1,632, 
and lowest in Faridpore, Rs. 33, and that of unmetalled roads was highest in 
Backergunge, Rs, 343, and lowest in Nadia, Rs, 24. The cyclonic storm-wave, 
which swept across a part of South Bhagalpur on the 24th September 1899, 
caused numerous breaches in many district roads, and the damage done 

to earthwork was widespread and heavy. Special estimates for the repairs 
of these damages amounted to Rs, 14,260, but out of this sum Rs. ,101 
only were spent during the year.

No expenditure under these heads was incurred by the District Boards 
of Bankura, Chittagong, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga. Tho old system of 
employing malis in planting indigenous fruit-trees'on main lines of communi- 
cation was abandoned by the District Board of Nadia and a contract system 
introdueed. The Purnea District Board spent Ks. 2,098 on the construc- 
tion of certain bunds in Nepal and for the protection of certain roads ‘in the

The District Board 
of the 24-Parganas acquired lands required for the feeder road from’ Kulsur 
to Muslandpur on the Bengal Central ilway at a cost of Rs, 4,508, and spent 
Rs. 450 on the construction of a culvert on the Halishahar feeder road on 
the Eastern Bengal State Railway. The construction of two feeder roads in 
the district of Bogra, for which a sum of Rs. 49,200 was contributed by 
Government, was in progress during the year, but the work of construe

Rs. 1,000 was made by Government to the District Board of Dinajpur, could 
not be taken in hand because of delay in acquiring the land.

None of the schemes have, however, been matured, Proposals for a 
metre gauge railway from Atia to Mymensingh, Netrokona and Bollar, to 
be axtoudad ultimately to Shillong, and a light railway from Barisal to Farid- 
vi@ Madaripur are being considered. by the District Boards concerned. 

he District Board of Patna have entered into an agreement with Messrs. Martin 
and Company for the construction of a light railway from Bakhtiarpur to Bihar, 
The ropes has not yet been formally sanctioned by the Government of India. 
The District Board of Saran have agreed to guarantee Rs. 8,000 per annum for a 
scam not exceeding eight years for a tramway from Chapra to Sutterghat. 

tatistics of traffic have also been gathered by that Board with the object of con- 
structing tramways from Doranda to Maharajganj, and also from Siwan to 
Mirganj.

of the fixed contributions with the sums representing ) 4 xe cent. on the actual 
collections in each district during 1898-99, and elicited the fact that, taking all 
the districts together, the result was nearly correct, but that the gain and loss were 
distributed irregularly among different Boards. In the opinion of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor there was no justification for thus fixing the amount of the contri- 
- bution once for all, and he has accordingly directed that the contributions for 
roads and communicatiuns in Government estates shall, with effect from the 
year 1901-1902, be separately credited to each District Fund by the Account- 
ant-General at the close of every quarter, and that they shall be calculated onthe 
actual amount of the collections in the Government estates in each district 
during the quarter, as is done in the case of non-Board districts, baat

In Rangpur, Bais i, Dinajpur it ranges between 
24:7 and 25:2. In Jalpaiguri and Bogra alone it is fairly low. In Pabna 15 per cent. of the 
total expenditure is on other than primary education. When the more legitimate demands 
‘of the district on the road cess in the shaps of roads, dispensaries sanitation are so 
‘pressing and cannot be adequately met, 1am inclined to think that this expenditure on 
education is too lavish and requires to be checked, In other districts, at all eveuts Rangpur, 
‘District Board money is diverted in another direction to keep up several pucka roads in 
the town, which cannot in any season be called part of tho district communication, and to 
maintain the Ghose’s canal, which should properly be a charge on the town. I finda

such bodies as District Boards, who necessarily include among their mem- 
‘bers but few who chance to be d of the necessary professional qualifi- 
cations. Corsequently, the work done has frequently proved to be both defec- 
tive and expensive. This’ is the more unfortunate, because their resources 
are limited and there is a consequent necessity of securing that full value shall 
be received for the expenditure which they incur, It is hoped shortly to 
introduce reforms by which both these defects will be removed ; the former 
by assigning to the District Boards a new and elastic source of revenue 
and the latter by placing at their disposal a more efficient professional control 
over their civil works than that which is at present available, 

55, Of Local Boards and Union Committees there is little to be said, Their 
opportunities are small and their performance is less, Praise is rarely and 
faintly accorded to them by local officers, and the general tenor of criticism ig

Report of the Board of Revenue on Wards’ and Attached Estates in the Lower 
Provinces for the year 1899-1900, 


Tue total number of estates of all descriptions under the management of 

the Board during the year 1899-1900 was 136 as compared with 135 in the 

receding year, there being an increase of one in the number of Wards’ estates, 

Phis total number was made up of 68 Wards’ estates—57 estates managed 

under the Chota Nagpur Encumbered Estates Act, seven Trust and four 

Attached estates. ‘en Wards’ estates and eight Attached and Encumbered 
estates were under management for a portion of the year only. 

2. Revenue and cesses due to Government.—The arrear demand from the 
estates under the management of the Buard of Rs, 68,622, with the current 
demand of Rs. 55,24,103, made up a total of Rs, 55,92,725. Of this, 
Rs. 55,37,191 were paid and Rs, 55,468 remained outstanding, the balance 
of Rs. 66 being remitted. Arrears, amounting to Rs. 18,851, were due from 
the Patkum Estate in the district of Manbhum, the lessees of which—the 
Patkum Indigo and Trading Company—have persistently withheld payment 
of rent for several years past. The yara lease will be brought to sale in execu- 
tion of a decree obtained against the Company (which has lately gone into 
liquidation’ for the arrears of rent due from the year 1305 (B.8.), and it is 
hoped that this result qill put an end to the difficulties into which the 
default of the Company has for years past plunged the affairs of this estate, 
In the Barrabhum Estate Mr. Mathewson holds the greater portion under 

atnt and vara leases. Cosses are duc from him, amounting to Rs. 10,247, 

t he represented his inability to realiso the cessos payable to him by the 

| ghatwals owing to their tenures not being saleable in execution of decrees for 

arrears; and the proceedings instituted for the sale of his yara mahal under 

the certificate procedure have been temporarily stopped. The remaining prin- 

cipal defaulters, viz. , Mohula, Sridharpur, Nawada, Mobarak Hossain, Chandra. 
gurh, and Hardi, paid their arrear dues after the close of the year. 

3. Rent and cesses due to superior landlords.—Tho current demand of 
rent and cesses due to superior landlords amounted to Rs, 3,48,624, which, 
with the arrear demand of Rs. 54,484, made a total of Rs. 4,03,108 for 

ayment. Of this, Rs, 3,306,748 were paid and Rs, 2,690 remitted, leaving a 
cs ance of Rs, 63,670. The payments amounted to 96°5 per cent, of the 
current and 83*5 per cent. of the gross demand as against 117°6 and &2°3 per 
cent., respectively, in the preceding year. More than two-thirds of the 

lance were due from six estates, viz., the Sridharpur Estate in Jessore 
(Rs. 50,619), the estate of Mrs. H. A. Lucas in Backergunge (Rs, 18,864), 
the Burdwan Raj (Rs. 8,950), the estate of Magun Das Rai in Chittagong 

Rs 8,382), the Satkhira Estate in Khulna (Rs. 7,011), and the Kathamdini 

state in Hazaribagh (Rs. 6,198). The balances due from the Sridharpur and 
Kathamdiri Estates could not be paid for want of funds. The balance in the 
estate of Mrs. H. A. Lucas, which was taken in charge on the 5th August 1899, 
was tho result of the previous bad management of the estate. The aalance in 
the Burdwan Raj is explained to be due, among other regsons, to ignorance 
of the names and addresses of the collecting panchaytes ; but, as pointed out 
last year, this information should have been obtained by a reference to the 
District Magistrate, and the repetition of this failure should not occur, In 
the estate of Magun Das Rai the balance has been found to be covered by

This is a result which the Lieutenant-Governor has received with some 
disappointment, for though there were heavy losses from drought in the Chota 
Nagpur Division, and from floods and hail in Bhagalpur and Bihar; still the 
harvests of the province, on the whole, were fine, and from the famine in 
Western and Central India the prices of produce were more remuneratiye than 
usual to agriculturists. The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, caused the district 
details to be examined with some care. The percentage of the gross collections 
of the year on the current rental demand (the best test in his judgment of 
estate work) in the several Divisions was as follows :—

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When the estate details are in their turn examined in these several districts, 
the same differences ure traced, 
__ In the Shahabad district there are three estates under the Court of Wards 
with & gross rental of Rs. 81,274. On the smallest of these, Mahula, the 
collections were only 57 per cent. of the rental of Rs. 10,312; on the others, the 
reentage was 89 and 126. The Board quote the Collector’s apology for 
ahula. He presents no excuse. He adinits the unsatisfactory result, and 
says he has put the estate under the Subdivisional Officer. The Licutenant- 
Governor wishes he could admit this as sufficient. In the five years this estate 
has been under management, little more than half the rental has been collected ; 
it is clear that the management has been most negligent and the supervision 
equally defective; and if the measure the Collector has now taken was a 
necessary and proper one, as it doubtless was, there is nothing to show why it 
was not taken years ago. 

In the Saran district, all other estates in the Court of Wards are over-shadow- 
ed by the Hatwa Estate. In that great property, the collections came to only 
63 per cent. of the rental. The Board have discussed at length the reasons of 
the shortcoming. They consider it to be partly due toa failure of the dbhadot 
crop. The failure was not so severe as to prevent the Court of Wards from col- 
lecting over 100 per cent. on the rental in two other estates in the same district. 
They consider that the orders of the Officiating Manager in September, 
raed suspending the collection of rents, and the approval of the Officiating 

ollector, were very indiscreet. ‘The result amply confirms the opinion of the 
Board. Ina season which, on the whole, was not unfavourable, one-third of 
the rents was not collected. The experience of other estates in the same 
district shows how unnecessary so exceptional a measure of leniency was, and 
the failure is the more serious because rents that are over largely in arrears are 

ractically irrecoverable. ‘The explanations, which the Board reproduce, 

isclose further ground for disquiet. The Manager reports that he returned 
from leave on the 23rd October. The state of the collections was put before 
him on the 16th November, and he at once withdrew the orders of his locwm 
fenens. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor cannot understand how it was possible for 
any Manager to be three weeks on duty without seeing the state o collections 
in his charge, or how he could be in ignorance for so long an interval of the 
momentous orders passed in his absence. Sir John Woodburn commented last 
year on the altogether inadequate information Commissioners received of the 
progress of collections in the Wards’ Estates in their jurisdiction. He trusts it 
is not possible that, under the standing orders of the Court, Managers themselves 
‘have not constant and punctual knowledge of their subordinates work in the 
most important of all their duties. 

In Bhagalpur, the deficit was in the Lachmipur Estate (percentage of 
collections 75), but the explanation is sufficient. The estate was restored to 
the proprietor during the year before collections were complete. Elsewhere in 
the Alistrict collections were excellent. ip linhe 

Lastly, the Lieutenant-Governor comes to the Chota Nagpur Division, in 
which bad harvests, leading in parts to actual famine, woul ordinarily be an 

all-sufficient excuse. But an examination of details again led him to questions, 
which the Board’s report does not answer, In the Hazaribagh district, there 
are the following anomalies:—

Dhanwar, Parasawan, and Barsote are in the Giridhi tract of Hazaribagh, 
which was not affected by scarcity; Satgaon was restored to the proprietor 
before the completion of collections ; Kathamdiri was leased before its assump- 
tion by the Court to men of straw, whom the Deputy Commissioner has tuken 
measures to eject, 

In Ranchi and Manbhum, the collections varied, and properly varied, 
according to the degree in which drought affected ‘the crops. In Pandra, 
there were patni disputes which have yet to be settled. In Bharamahal, the 
actual management began in the middle of the year, 

This examination has satisfied the Lieutenant-Governor. With the exception 
of the Hatwa and Mahula Estates, the work of the Court of Wards has been, in 
his opinion, most creditable to the management. But the exceptions illustrate the 


is no suspicion that the rents are too high, or that the harvest; has been 
materially damaged, it is the duty of the Manager in his trust for the owner of 
the estate to see that reasonable rents are punctually paid. It is, as the Lieute- 
nant-Governor has said before, his duty in the interests of the tenants themselves, 
Weakness of collections at a time they can pay ends in embarrassments to 
them later on, 

During the year under report the work of classifying the arrear balances 
and obtaining remission of those which were fictitious or hopelessly irrecover- 
able was not carried on generally with as much vigour as in the previous year. 
The total remissions amonhhed to Rs, 3,80,911 as against Rs. 11,68,448 in 
1898-99. The Licutenant-Goyernor has again to impress upon all Collectors 
and Managers the deep importance of regular systematic scrutiny of the arrears 
lists in the estates in their charge. There are items in all estates that are 
irrecoverable ; amongst them, arrears which have resulted from bad harvests or 
losses of cattle, and which the tenant cannot pay without breaking. It is the 
duty of the management to see that claims in such cases are not pressed. On the 
other hand, pleas of this kind demand careful enquiry ; the enquiry ought to be 
made, while verification ig stil] easy ; and every enquiry of the sort will give the 
Manager invaluable information a8 to the character and method of his subor- 
dinates’ work. The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, again asks that all 
Collectors will hold in view that an annual enquiry into the arrears list on each 
estate is just as essential a duty of the Manager as the collection of the current 
rents. In the Lachmipur Estate in Bhagalpur, with a current demand of 
Rs. 2,24,979, the balances amounted to Rs, 2,909,421, most of which are reported 
to be fictitious or irrecoverablo, The change in man ement, perhaps, hampered 
adjustments. There are heavy arrears which es scrutiny in Lugma and 

hagra; and in Maldwar and Narhan, it would appear that there is plenty of 
room for the removal of irrecoverable arrears, In the Burdwan Estate the 
unrealised balance due from the khas villages at the close of the year amounted 
to Rs, 8,57,558, including Rs, 53,804 barred by limitation, The corresponding 
figures last year were Rs, 8,49,593 and Rs. 25,935. The increase in the balance, 
is stated to be due to increase in the demand, and to bad collections in the 
Sujamutha portion of the estate in Midnapore owing to defective drain f

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 96,15,493 maunds, as compared with 29,27,325 maunds in the 
vious quarter and 25,99,230 maunds in the corresponding quis of the 
previous year ; and the nett amount of duty levied thereen was Rs. 60,96,387, 
Sci ia g Rs. 68,49,893 in the previous quarter and Rs. 60,54,751 in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year.

The total sales of locally-made salt during the quarter amounted to 
14,868 maunds, as compared with 18,176 maunds in the previous quarter and 
17,834 maunds in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Duty 
was paid on the full quantity sold. In view of the large stock still remainin 
unsold, and the slowness of deliveries, the price of this salt has recently been 
reduced.

The Resolution reviewing the Divisioual Commissioners’ Reports on the working 
of Municipalities during the year 1898-¢9, 


The number of municipalities in Bengal during the year ending with 
3ist March 1900 was 153, Two new municipalities were formed during the 
eur by the subdivision into smaller bodies of existing municipalities which 
ad been found too large for efficient administration. The population 
within municipal limits therefore remained practically stationary, the slight 
variation from the previous year’s figures being due to the alteration of certain 
municipal boundaries, According to the census figures of 1891 the population 
of the 153 municipal towns is 2,730,809. 

2. The total number of rate-payers rose from 467,240 in 1898-99 to 
469,669, representing 17-2 per cent. of the municipal 1 elon as against 17*1 
in the previous year. The increase is due to considerable additions in the 
Bhag«lpur Municipality, where the number rose from 6,289 in the previous year 
to 10,233. But for this, there would have been a decrease. With reference to 
the falling off of 2,057 in the number of r.te-payers in the municipali ies of the 
Presidency Division as compared with the previous year, the Commissioner 
remarks that the reason of the variations, which are most marked in towns where 
the tax on persons is in force, is that, when names of rate-payers who have ceased 


. to oceupy holdings are struck off the demand roll, sufficient efforts are not made 


to maintain the balance by the assessment of new residents, and that many 
persons thus escape taxation altogether. ‘This remark is of general ap lication, 
and it is probable that the resu:ts of the forthcoming census will disclose a 
percentage of rate-payers decidedly lower than that at present recorded. fhe 
percentage of rate-payers to population varied between 32:2 at Noakhali and 
61 at Kurseong. Taking Divisional averages, the percentage exceeded the 
rovincial average in the Presidency (19°3), Chittagong (18°5), and Burdwan 
(18:49) Divisions, whilst the rest fell below it. In the Bhagalpur Division 
all the municipalities, except Deghes one Sahibganj, show an iucrease, and 
has risen from 12°56 to 16°1, 

ox Ge erbwies the working of municipalities during 1898-99, Government 
had occasion to comment on the extravrdinarily large reduction in the number of 
assessees which the figures submitted to Government by the Darbhanga Munici- 
pulity showed to have been effected by an objection committee, and the 
ntion of the local officers was drawn to the mutter. It is now reported 
A those figures were altogether erroneous. ‘he correct figures show that 
the revision of assessment made in 1897-98 and 1898-99 raised the number of 
assessees by 2,534, or by 37 per cent., and the demand on account of personal 
tax by Rs. 13,146 or 59 per cent. The figures of 1899-1900 show a reduction 
on those of 1898 99 of 2 per cent in the number of assessees, and of 15 per cent. 
in the demand; and it is reported that during the current year there been 
a very large further reduction. ‘l'ne Comsnissioner obseryes that the reduction, 
including that made during the current year, 1s enormous and appears tu be 
difficalt to justify. The explanation given by thie Chairman is that the revision 
of assessment was not properly done, and that the remissions whici have been 
nted were carefully made and were justified. T've matter will doubtless be 
ee considered during the current your by the local officers, It is clear that 





the Darbhanga Municipality has not yet attained to the first essential of muni- 
cipal administration; that is, reasonable assessment of the property within it. 
Both the percentage of rate-payers to population and the incidence of taxation 
_in this municipality are for 1899-1900 below the Divisional, and still farther 
below the Provincial average, and it a pears that a still further reduction will 
be made during the current year. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that no 
time will be lost in putting the assessment on a final and satisfactory basis, 

3. Results of elections held during the year.—A general election 6f Com- 
missioners under the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, took place during the year, 
on the expiry of the term of office of those who were elected in 1896-97, 
The results of the general elections, and of the bye-elections held during the 
year, are given in Appendix B. These were contested in 251 cases out of 
457, and the percentage of voters was fairly high, In 5 cases the elections 
failed, owing to candidates not being nominated within the prescribed time or 
for other reasons, The average percentage of attendance of voters in contested 
elections was 43°93, against 40°9 in the general election of 1896-97, It is 
reported that generally a considerable amount of interest was taken in the 
elections, but it is nowhere stated what the questions were that aroused this 
interest ; and, so far as can be gathered from the various reports, the issues lay 
generally rather between men than between measures, The incidénce of 
municipal taxation, and the range of the objects to which its proceeds can be 
densa’ are far more strictly limited in Bengal than in England, and Bengal 
cannot, therefore, be expected to show any such general division as that which 
exists in England between municipal parties. Contests were most general and 
keenest in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions. Regarding the former of 
these, the Commissioner observes that the party spirit manifested in the majority 
of the municipalities situated on the Hast Indian Railway was of an unhealthy 
kind.

Tie variations from the figures of the previous year are slight, except in 
the case of school-masters other than Government servants, and medical 
practitioners. The landholding classes and members of the legal profession 
continued to provide the great majority of the Commissioners, 

5, Attendance at meclingy—Thore were in all 2,515 meetings held during 
the year, against 2,586 in 1898-99. Of these, 243, or 9°6 per cent., were 
unsuccessful or had to be adjourned, as against 227 meetings, or 8-7 per cent., 
in the previous year. ‘T'wenty-five municipalities against 31 in the previous 

earheld more than 20 meetings, whilst 25 municipalities failed to hold at 
east one meeting every month. At Sherpur in the ymensingh district the 
Commissioners convened the largest number of moetings, viz., 45, of which, 
however, i8 were unsuccessful. Ranaghat comes next with 37 meetings, of 
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ich 4 were unsuccessful. The municipality of Sahibganj in the Sonthal 
Parganas held only 7 meetings, all successful, with an average attendance 
of 42 per cent. of the members, The important municipality of Garden Reach 
has failed to hold 12 meetings during the year in two successive years, 
and an explanation on this point has been called for. In 69 municipalities, 
as » csr in 1898-99, an average of more than one-half of the total number 
of Commissioners attended at cach meeting. The highest percentages of 
attendance were 82 at Kamarhati, 78 at Patuakhali and Jagdispur, 75 at 
Raghunathpur, 72 at Baduria, Dumraon and Colgong, and 71 at Cossipore- 
Chitpur ; whilst the lowest was 23 at Meherpur. 

"On the whole, the number of meetings held and the average attendance 
at meetings appears to have been satisfactory and sufficient for practical admin- 
istrative purposes. 

6. Assessments and taxation.—The statement in Appendix C shows the 
mode of assessment prevailing in each municipality in the Province, the per- 
centage at which the tax was levied, and the results of revision of assessment 
made during the year. Of the rates generally levied, those on holdings and 
on persons, the former was in force in 40 towns, and the latter in the 
remainder, with the exception of Bhadreswar and Puri, where both forms of tax- 
ation were in force in different wards. The rate on holdings was levied at the 
maximum rates prescribed by law in all but 11 towns. in which Howrah and 
Darjeeling are included. ‘he tax on persons is levied on the principle of 
apportionment of the taxation ascertained to be necessary among the rate-payers 
according to their circumstances and therefore yaries in each town in which it is 
in force. ° | 

Of special rates, the latrine-rate was levied in 93 towns on sliding scales or 
at rates varying from 10 to 32 per cent. A water-rate was levied in 9 towns 
which are provided with a filtered water-supply. 

7. The incidence of municipal taxation (excluding Calcutta) varied 
between Rs, 7-2-4 at Darjecling and 4 annas at Bazitpur in the district of 
Mymensingh. The average for the whole Province was Re 1-i-6, showing 
an increase of nine pies per head since the previous year. In 54 towns, against 
46 in 1898-99, the incidence of taxation exceeded ono rupee per head of 
population, and it was below 8 annas in 38 towns, against 40 in the previous 

ear. 
. 8. Revision of assessment.—A revision of assessment, general or partial, 
came into force during the year in several municipalities, the best financial 
results being attained in the following towns :—

The bulk of the increase in Bhagalpur, which was very large, was effected 


‘in respect of the water-rate, which has been doubled. The Uommissioner 


observes that this has given rise to much grumbling, as the service has not im- 
proved. One chief obstacle in the way of improvement has been lack of funds, 


and as this has now been removed, reforms should be speedily effected. 


The same officer brings to notice a number of instances of apparently unequal 


- assessments in Monghyr. 


The Magistrate of Midnapore reports that the enhaycement obtained by 
the revision of assessment in the Midnapore Municipality was followed by 
liberal reductions granted by Appeal Committees, so that the net result was a 
smallincrease of Ks. 515 in the Saneiel A general revision of assessment in 
the Kharar Municipality by a Sub-Committee of the Commissioners was held 
null and void, it being found that the demand was considerably reduced without 
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assigning any reasons for it. On the subject of revision of assessments the Com- ~ 
missioner of the Presidency aie meee % fe iam er: 

“The inconsistencies in the system of taxation noticed in the previous reports still 
exist, and will not be removed until Municipal Commissioners become more alive to the 
importance of adequately assessing the rate-payers, in which duty they often fall short 
for fear of becoming unpopular, and the only alternative is to have the assessments properly 
made by outside or paid agencies, as has been done in the South Suburban Municipality 
uuder the special order of Government under section 1,1A of the Bengal Municipal Act.” |

The difficulty, however, of obtaining the services of a suitable assessor ata = * 
rice which municipalities can afford to pay is very clearly ;ointed out and 

instanced by the Commissioner of Chota Nagpur, who suggests the entertain- 
merit by Government of a permanent trained staff of professional assessors to 
be paid by regular pro rata contributions from manicips ities. The suggestion 
is one of considerable practical importance, and will be separately considered 
by Government. 

9. Demands, collections, remissions and outstanaings on account of taxes.—The 
following table compares the totals under these heads for the year 1899-1900 
with those of the previous five years :—

The noticeable features of this table are the increase in the amount actually 
collected and the reduction of the outstanding balance. 

‘There was an increase of 2 per cent, in the collection of current demand 
as compared with the previous year, and, although the proportion of gross 
collections to current demand has fallen slightly from 95°5 per cent. in 
1898-99 to 95°8 per cent. in 1899-1900, the Municipal Committees have, on the 
whole, done well in the collection of their revenues. The growth in the 
remissions, both arrear and current, is, however, an unsatisfactory feature in 
this table.

The Chitta- 
gong Division with an average collection of 81:1 per cent. of the demand, comes 
next. Good results were also obtained generally by the municipalities in the 
Patna, Rajshahi, Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions. ‘The average percentage of 
collections in the Presidency Division shows a satisfactory improvement from 
80:9 in 1898-99 to 85°3, whilst the percentage in the Burdwan Division, 66°28, 
although it shows some improvement over the previous year, was the lowest 
in the Province. fi

ee the lution recorded by Government on the working of muni- 
cipalities during 1898-99, Howrah and Darbhanga were noticed as the most cons- 
s examples of failure in the matter of collections. In the latter munici- 
fe 2 ee pe wr been, in the year under review, a very great improvement, 
Gee cesenseize of collections having risen from 50°3 to 79°7, This result has 
~peen attained, as noticed in paragraph 2 above, partly by making large 
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reductions in the demand. But the amount actually collected has risen from 
Rs. 25,974 to Rs, 81,860, a result which is stated by the Commissioner to be due 
entirely to the exertions of the District Magistrate. As is explained in the 
Magistrate’s report the municipality has been endeavouring to arrive at a 
demand which is really realisable, in place of an nee and irrecoverable 
one; and, until this is done, the percentage of collections to the demand 
affords no criterion of administration. Meantime, the improvement on the 
previous year is undoubted, and the municipality is to be congratulated on it, 
In slo wiali on the other hand, the previous unsatisfactory state of things 
has continued. The percentage of total collections was 90°6 of the current and 
69°06 of the total demand, and, in spite of largely increased remissions, the 
enormous outstanding demand has continued stationary, It is unnecessary for 
the purposes of this review to deal at any length with the reasons of the exis- 
tence of this state of affairs. They have already been the subject of a special 
enquiry by the Commissioner whose report has been submitted to Government, 
and who has been requested to formulate proposals for removing the various 
defects which he has enumerated. It is sufficient to observe that the report 
in question indicates clearly the gravest lack of organisation, The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the measures to be taken for the introduction of a better 
system will be effectual and will be promptly introduced. 
Specially unsatisfactory results are noticeable in Bally, where the percent- 
age of total collections to total demand was 53°03, Bhadreswar (53°6) and 
ooghly-Chinsura (54°1), The administration of the collection department in 
these and several other municipalities of the Burdwan Division requires the 
special attention of the Commissioner. There is also a noticeable deterioration 
in the Bhagalpur Municipality, where the total sum collected fell off from 
Rs. 87,791 to Rs. 83,161, and the percentage of collections to demand from 
77°88 to 69:9. The principal cause of this was the uncalled for delay of an 
objection committee in disposing of objections. This is the more unfortunate 
since, as has been previously remarked by Government, the finances of this 
municipality have been in disorder for some time, Better results are now 
anticipated from the stricter control which has been obtained by the appoint- 
ment of a new Chairman, and it is to be hoped that the anticipation will not 
be disappointed.

There was a marked increase in the percentage in the Burdwan and Chota 
Nagpur Divisions. In the Patna Division, with a reduction in the percentage of 
remissions from 5:4 to 3:4, the outstanding balance also was reduced from 
Rs, 43,045 to Rs. 37,149. Taking the case of individual municipalities, the largest 
remissions were allowed in the municipalities of Garden Reach (22°0), Bhadreswar 
(19°2), Darbhanga (17:9), Chatra (17-2), Serampore (14*4), Lohardaga ; 13°5), 
Baduria (120), Hooghly and Chinsura (11-8), an Jangipur ( 115), At Garden 
Reach the large remissions were due to the old and irrecoverable arrears handed 
over to the new municipality by the South Suburban Municipality and ‘to in- 
equitable assessment. ‘lhe case of Darbhanga is, as already noticed, a special 
one, 
13. Fresh imposte levied during the year.—Fees for the registration of carts 
were levied for the first time in the municipalities of Mukta achha, Netrokona 
and Brahmanberia. A water-rate for the supply of filtered water was for the 
first time levied at Berhampore. Fees under Part IX of the Bengal Municij 
Act for the cleansing of private prives were also levied for the first time at 
Muzaffarpur and Hazaribagh and in portions of the municipalities of Arambagh, 
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Rajpur, Garulia and Bhatpara. Liconso-fees under section 261 were also lovied. 
for the first time at Samastipur, Netrokona and Muk a, Fees wi 


_ Hackney Carriage Act were levied for the first time in the Barasat Munici- 


pality, At Howrah the fees under section 189 of the Act for the removal of 


rubbish, which had practically never been realised before, were collected to. 
a considerable extent.

- 16. Closing balances of Municipalities. —There was an increase in the aggre- 

ate closing balances of the municipalities from Rs. 4,84,185 to Rs. 6,01,419. 
Tn several cases funds are being accumulated for schemes of sanitation or other 
municipal reforms, and in some, money was reserved in hand for probable 
plague charges. The savings effected in estimated expenditure during the 
year, and the inability to fully utilise loan funds during the year, also led to 
the increase of closing balances. In the following cases, among others, no 
satisfactory explanation has been furnished of the failure of the Commissioners 
to utilise the funds at their disposal :—

18. Tax on houses and lands.—This tax yielded a revenue of Rs. 10,67,666, 
which is Rs. 16,436, or 1°5 per cent. in excess of the income during 
previous year. The increase was shared by the Burdwan, Rajehahi, Oris 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions, whilst there was a falling off of revenue in the 
remaining five Divisions, ‘The largest increase occurred in the Burdwan and ~ 
Rajshahi Divisions of Rs, 16,264 and Rs, 8,868, respectively, whilst the increase
